If any Credit is due to Ap- 


pearances, his Pruſſian Majeſty, who has a 

cordial Affection for the Royal Family and 
Country of Hanover, where he received 
his firſt Education, was ſincerely diſpos d to 


do all in his power to that End; for he had 


already named a Miniſter, who was to com- 
pliment his Britannick Majeſty on his ſafe 
Arrival into his German Dominions, as oon

on ſuch Occaſions. But it Was Matter of 
great Surprize at Berlin, that the 
of England had been above ten Days at 
Hanover, without giving any notice of 
his Arrival. This was intimated to Mr. Du 


Baurgay, Envoy from his Britaunick Ma- 
jeſty to the Court of Pruſſia, Who, ani-

mated with the Zeal, which he has always 
ſhewn for uniting the two Courts, wrote to 
my Lord . Townſhend, then at Hanover, 
WhO anſwer d, that no ſuch Notification 
was to be found! in their Chancery, nor did 
any one remember it practiſed in the late 
King's Time. It was eaſy for the Pruſſian 
Miniſters to convince Mr. Du Bourgay of 
the contrary, by authentick Pieces, and ori- 
ginal Letters written by the late King of 
Great Britain to his Pruſſian Majeſty on 
that Occaſion. ' But, notwithſtanding this 
authentick Proof of his late Britannack 
Majeſty's Complaiſance for his Son- in- law, 
which might be much more expected from 
a Brother. in- law, and all that Mr. Du Bour- 

ay wrote on that Subject, the Court of 
er continued ſilent, and that of Ber- 
lin was under a Neceſſity of knowing no- 
thing of the King of Great Britains Ar- 
rival in his German Dominions.

That ſeveral of 
the Subjects of Brunſwick had been ſeiz d 
in the Country of Brandebourg, and forced 
into the Praſſian Service. This Fact is not 


denied; but then it is not allow'd to be a Vi- 
olation of the Cartel, and that becauſe the 
Perſons in queſtion were inliſted in his 


Pruſſian Majeſty's Service by receiving Mo- 
ney, on good Terms, and with their own free 
Conſent. 3. That at Brandebourg, thoſe 
Deſerters who were under ſize, were re- 
ſtored, and thoſe detained who were tall 
enough for the Service. It is anſwer d, 
that this Fact has not yet been made ap- 
pear; and that, tho' it had, it could be 


proved that the ſame was done by the 


Hanoverians. This Letter concludes with 
hoping that, if his Britannick Majcſty were 
ſufficiently inform'd of theſe Circumſtances, 
he would not make the leaſt Difficulty of 
releaſing the Pruſſian Soldiers.

15 muſt not forget to tell you that, du- 

ing theſe Tranſactions, an Engliſb Sailor 
was liſted at Konigsberg in Pruſſia, and 
that, upon Mr. Du Bourgay's complaining of 
this Affair to the Miniſters of the King of 
Pruſſia 4 at his Return from Hanover, his 
Majeſty gave immediate Orders for 3 
the Sailor to the Maſter of the Ship; 
ſhew, as was publickly ſaid, that he had 4 
intention to do. injuſtice to any one, and 
much leſs to the Engliſb Nation, for which 
he had a particular Regard : Provided that 
Satisfaction was demanded in a way uſually 
praQiſed between Princes, without attemp- 
ting to do theniſelves juſtice by Repriſals. 
But to return to my Narration. The 
Anſwer of the Court of Hanover being 
delay'd, the King of Pruſſia began ro grow 

impatient to know what he had to do or 
expect in this Affair he directed his Miniſters 


to ſound Mr. Du Bourgay, and ſee whether 


he had received any Orders or Inſtructions 
on that Head. To which that Enyoy reply'd, 
that my Lord Townſbend had forbid bis

This cold Anſwer increaſed the 
Trouble which this Affair gave his Pruſſian 
Majeſty ; and .about the ſame time, he 
orderd his Privy-Counſellor Canngieſſer, 
who was entruſted with his Family-Affairs 
at Hanover, to preſs for an Anſwer to this 
laſt Letter of the 2d of Auguſt, in the Ab- 
ſence of Mr. de Reichenbach, his Majeſty's 
Reſident, who then attended his Britannicł 
Majeſty at Lunebourg, and let the Minifters 


of Hanover know, that, if no poſitive An- 
ſwer was given to the ſaid Letter in three 


days, their Silence would be look d on at 
Berlin as aRefuſal, and ſuch Meaſures taken 
as were neceſſary for procuring Satisfaction. 
The Paper here added, N IV. which I had 
the pleaſure of copying with the permiſſion 
of one of the Pruſſian Miniſters, will let 
you into the whole Affair, and ſhew you 


how Mr. Canngieſſer executed his Maſter's 


Orders; at the ſame time you will be ſur- 
prized to ſee how haughtily that Miniſter 
was treated at Hanover. 


On the 19th of Auguſt, Mr. Canngieſſer 


gave his Pruſſian Majeſty an Account of 
his Negotiation ; who was ſo exaſperated 
at what had paſs'd, that he gave immediate 
Orders for marching 44000 Men, with a 
large Train of Artillery, to demand Satis-

of no Terms for an Accommodation. T heſe 
Meaſures were ſo well concerted, that the 
whole Army would have been ready to take 
the Field near Magdebourg, on the 15th of 
September. I can aſſure you that I never 


| faw greater Joy among the Officers and Sol- 


diers, than when they underſtood they were: 
to march; and nothing can be more falſe: 
than that the Pruſſian Troops were diſcon- 
tented at the Order. The King of Pruſſia 
was extremely liberal on this occaſion, and 
disburſed about 100,000 Crowns for putt ing 
Matters in order, and gratifying the 


cers; and, for the Encouragement of the 


common Soldiers, they received each half 
a Pound of Meat a _ beſide their ufual 
Allowance. 

This now was the poſture of Affairs at 
Berlin, when the Court of Hanover thought 
proper to ſend an Anſwer to the Letter 
Ne III. which you will find Ne V. by 
which it appears that the Court of Hanover 
began to liſten to Reaſon. A reciprocal Ex- 
change was now propoſed on the Frontiers, 
and Mr. Du Bourgay had Inſtructions to ex- 
plain himſelf on that Article; tho' he had 
declared, as has been obſerved, that he had 
no Orders for meddling with a Quarrel, 
Which ei * the Miniſters of Hano-

= The 
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Tae Letter laſt mention'd had. a good 
effect on the King of Pruſſia, who declared 
publickiy he would convince the World his 
Intentions were juſt and reaſonable, and or- 
der d his Miniſters to anſwer the ſaid Letter 
with No VI. in which they tell thoſe of Ha- 
nower that, though the King of Praſſia had 


made Preparations for procuring that Satiſ- 


faction, which had been ſo often refuſed 
him, he was ready toſhew his Generoſity by 


feleaſing the Perſons: mention d in the Liſt 


annex d to the Letter from the Court of 
Huno ver, without diſputing the Juſtice of 
their Demand; but on this condition, that 
the Court of Hauowen ſhould without any 
farther Debate ſet at liberty the Pruſſian 
Soldiers, who were entirely innocent, and 
detain'd in Prifon againſt the Law of Nations. 
At the ſame time the Pruſſian Miniſters would 
have engaged Mr. Du Bourgay, who be- 
gan to enter into this Affair, to ſend my 
Lord Tawnſbend his Pruſſian Majeſty's De- 
claration, N* VII. But Mr. Da Baurgay re- 


fuſing to charge himſelf with: that Com- 


miſſion, Mr. Reichenbach was order d to 


deliver the ſaid Declaration to my ar 


Townſbend. The Court of Berlim was ex- 
tremely impatient to know whether that of 
-Hanever was inclined to accept of Propo- 
ſals, which thoſe who offer'd them thqught 
997 and generous. Bur the Engliſh Mini. 
* 
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ſters Anſwer, Ne VIII. left his Profian 
Majeſty no hopes of an Accommodation and 
he concluded he ſhould not obtain the juſt 
and reaſonable Satisfaction, which was his 
due, but by the means of his Troops, which 
were then ready to march. Theſe were the 
Diſpoſitions of the Court of Berlin for two 
Days; when on a ſuddden Mr, Du Bourgay 
receiv'd a Courier from Hanover, with Or- 


dets to propofe another Expedient; which 


was that of a Mediation of the Frinces of the 
Empire. 

The Paper, No IX. eus you wares whit 
pretence this Propoſal was made by his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty. According to what was 
faid at Berlin, it was diſputed with great 
Warmth in a Council held in the Prefence 
of the King of Pruſſia 3 and the greater part 
of the Miniſters and Generals declaring for 
the Acceptation of the King of Great Bri- 
tain s Propofal, the King of Priffia gave 
into the Affair, upon thoſe Gentlemens al- 
ledging, that as the Court of Hanover had 
made the firſt ſtep towards a Compoſition, 
and that at a time when his Bominicbs Ger . 
in danger, his Pruſſian Majeſty made it ap- 
pear by his Conduct in this Affair, that the 
Court of Hanover was brought into theſe 
juſt Meaſures by Reaſon, e by a for. 
midable TOY: 
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The Validity of this Theſis is left to the 
conſideration of thoſe who can judge of it 


better than I; all I can ſay on that Subject 
is, that it was declared in his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty's Name, that he would accept of this 
Expedient for Peace ſake, The King of 
Pruſſia named the Duke of Saxe Gotha; 
for the Court of Hanover, when warmly 
preſs'd to make an end of the Affair, decli- 
ned the Arbitration of the King of Poland, 
becauſe that Prince was then at home, and 
at a great diſtance from the Partics. Mr. 
Du Bourgay diſpatch'd a Courier to Hano- 


ver With this Reſolution, who in three Days 


return'd with an Account that the Court of 
Hanover had choſen the Duke of Wolfen- 
buttel. 

The Pruſſian Miniſters, in conjunction 
with Mr. Du Bourgay, drew up the Act, 
which you have under Ne X. and which 
was ſoon after ratified by the two Kings : 


Whereupon every thing was quiet, and the 


Troops recciv'd Orders to go into Quarters, 
which was far from pleaſing the generality 
of the Soldiers. The ſubdelegated Commiſſio- 
ners are ſhortly to meet at Brunſwick, and 
it is hoped at Berlin, that their Deciſions 
will be regulated by Juſtice, Equity, and the 
fundamental Laws of the Empire, which it is 
ſaid do not allow of beginning with Repri- 

als. to take ſatisfaction for an Injury, ſup-

aa to be received from a neighbouring 
Prince or State. 

This is the whole Affair, exatly.as i it hap- 
pen d: I leave it to your conſideration, and 
deſire your Opinion of it in plain Engliſh. 


In the main, you are to believe this a good 
Eſcape for Hanover, where there were no 


Preparations for ſuch a Viſit; being provi- 


ded neither with Magazines nor fortified 
Places to ſtop the Progreſs of the Pruſſian 
Army. The Heſſtans would have been of 
but. little ſervice to them, if the King of 
Poland had becn inclined to meddle in = 
Affair, ſo far as to ſtop them, as the Pruſſians 
ſay he would have done, that Prince having 
twenty Thouſand Men, and the Heſſians 
not being able to bring more than ten 
Thouſand into the Field. The twelve Hun- 
dred Danes, not being then in a condition to 
march, would have come too late. Be- 
ſides, the King of Prufſi 4. had fourteen 
Thouſand Men more in Pruſſia, who had 
Orders to march upon the leaſt Motion of 


the Danes, and would certainly have ſtopp'd 


the March of twelve Hundred ; and the five 
Thouſand Dutch would have prov'd but a 
ſmall Reinforcement for an Army of twen- 
ty Thouſand Men, attack'd by forty-four, 


which the Pruſſians expected would be 


routed before the Arrival of the Troops of 
the States. It was affirm d at Berlin, that 
| the

the States had but forty-etght Thouſand 
Men; and that thoſe Troops were to be 
difpoſed of in ſeventy - three Forts and For- 
treſſes, ſo that no formidable Detachments 
could be ſent; which appears plauſible e- 
 Nough. It is probable too that, if the King 

of Pruſſia had been diſpoſed to puſh the Af- 
fair to an Extremity, both our Engliſh and 
German Miniſters would have been in a very 
bad Condition. You may be aſſured that 
the greateſt part of the Pruſſian Court is 
very much in the Intereſt of the Honſe of 
Hanover; but I ſhall be more particular on 
this Head when we meet; and conclude 
with a Speech of Artabanes in the Tragedy 
of Themiſtocles. Dc

Bourg from the Territories of Hanover, and, 
which no one can blame us for, ſecuring 
the Hay in queſtion, by removing it into 
the Bailiwick of Luchow. It were to be 


wiſh'd that the Arbitrators named for con- 


ſidering and accommodating the Differences, 
Which aroſe about the ſaid Meadow, had

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late Proceedings. But, as thoſe who acted

for the Pruſſians on that Occaſion only 
propoſed paying for the Hay, which was 
mow'd the laſt Vear, and Could not be pre- 
vaird with to conſider the Treſpaſs on the 
Territories of Hanover, which yet is a 
Point of no ſmall ImportINCt; it is not to 
be wonder'd that the aid Arbitration fell 
ſhort of the End propos d; but we axe not 


to bear the blame of this Miſcarriage: -- - 


The ſame may be ſaid of the Cartel for 
a mutual-Surrender of Deſerters, which was 


firſt violated by thoſe of Brandebourg. For 


in that Country not only ſuch Soldiers as 
had Leave to abſent themſelves from our 
Troops, ot deſerted, were inliſted, if of a 
proper Size, againſt the Tenour of the Car- 
rel, but alſo ſeveral Burgeſſes and Peaſants 


of our neighbouring Towns and Bailiwicks

Miller's Servant of Garteau, in the Ter-

The Letters and Rela- 
tions which we have ſent to the King of 
Pruſſia with all imaginable Submiſſion, duk. 
ficiently ſhew how often, by the Order of 
the King our Maſter, we have offer'd the

tions againſt Proceedings ſo contrary to all 
Law and Equity, and which have ſo ma- 
nifeſt a Tendency to break, or at leaſt very 
much diſturb, al} Commerce and Commu- 
nication. between! the neighbouring Pro- 
vinces; and how. often we have been ob- 
liged to demand the Dilchiarge. of our Sol- 
diers, and others taken; away by Force 3 
but we were fo far from receiving favou- 


rable Anſwers, that we could not even obtain 
the leaſt Reply.
